On Monday night Mr. Wanger addressed 


the Kepublicans of Buckingham and Sole- 
bury townships at Joseph Hart's place'on 
the dividing line between the two town- 
ships, about a mile below Lahaska. There 
was a large and enthusiastic crowd present, 
hundreds of people being there to meet Mr. 
Wanger and hear his address. 


After music by the New Hope band, the 


meeting was called to order by Charles 
Belts, of Lahaska, who introduced Mr. 
Wanger to the audience. 


Mr. Wanger first acknowledged the grati- 


tude he felt for the liearty reception given 
him, 
also expressing his appreciation of 


the compliment paid him by Buckingham and 
Solebury in the recent Congressional con- 
vention. He felt, lie said, that his constit- 
uents in Ibis county had approved of his 
attitude upon the tariff issue in the past, 
and the policy of the party in the present 
contest ought to meet with the approval of 
all Kepublicans. Mr. Wanger then plunged 
into the great question of the day, the cur- 
rency issue 


The people should realize, he said, that 


all wealth is the product of labor. It is not 
the province of legislation to create wealth 
without labor.

Wise legislation may foster and protect 
labor, but it is by labor alone that wealth is 
produced. 


As to gold and silver he was as favorable 


to one as the other so far as the mere metal 
is concerned. There is no reason to have a 
preference whera they subserve the needs 
of the people. 
But statesmen and govern- 


ments had tried in vain to keep the two 
metals at a parity. A change of ratio would 
cause one or the other to disappear. 


Early American statesmen had experi- 


mented in this. Older countries had paused 
through the same experience. 


Mr. Wanger quoted abundant statistics to 


demonstrate this fuel, and recited the his- 
tory of the paper currency of war times. 


During the war there was a, vast army to 


feed, and the producers oi the country were 
consumers in the field. Business was on an 
artificial basis. 


The silver men are constantly talking 


about the crime of '78. Coald any candid 
man allege that an act. which the silver men 
claim was accomplished in secret, do the 
harm it was alleged to have done when it 
took months to find ont that it had been 
passed ? The panic which began, with the 
failure of Jay Cooke w»s merely coincident 
with it. That panic was the termination of 
a period of over-speculation, and also the 
result of o large accumulation of silver in the 
great money centres. 


No nation on the face of the globe could 


attempt to redeem a cheaper metal with a 
dearer metal unless it had the wealth to buy 
all the cheaper metal the world produces. 
Such an attempt in this country would mean 
bankruptcy and dishonor. 
How could trade 


or any individual be benefited by such legis- 
lation except the very men our silver friends 
<-all money sharks, the bankers f 


European nations are now seeking to get 


upon a gold basis, following the example of 
England. 


A modern illustration of the currency 


question could be found in India, which 
had free silver until 1893. Such distress 
prevailed that free coinage Teas suspended 
and that country's condition is better to-day 
than it was three years ago. 


It is now proposed that we settle not only 


our national debts but private obligations 
on the basis of 50 cents on the dollar. If 
this is just why not settle at nothing and 
when we want money call on the printing 
presses to manufacture it? 


The average life of all obligations; is less 


than four years 
Now if the silver people 


carry out their platform and are as long 
about it as they were in enacting tariff 
legislation, it will take two years before a 
debt can be collected under iheir proposed, 
monetary system. 
• 


Imagine the alarm of creditors who anti- 


pate a settlement in a depreciated currency. 
What hope would there be for tue debtor. 
As certain as the sun will ris« the. payment 
of all obligations would be demanded. 


A vast number of securities would be 


thrown upon the market. It would stay 
the hand of the lender. A panic would be 
inaugurated the like of "which this country 
has never seen. The -result would be the 
depreciation of all pi.'operty including forms 
and other real estate. Disorder and de- 
pression -would dostroy markets. 
This 


would be the result of following the free 
silver mirage. 
No good could come by 


joining hands with discarded policies. 


It is. not to those -who are experimenters 


that we can look for security. The success 
of the Republican pjirly means that toil will 
secure its just reward.

printed evidences of a low and abusive 
nature. If any one should write a letter 
nowadays to a respectable newspaper in a 
refined community, blemished with scurrility 
or tainted with indignities, it would be 
straightway scorned and rejected. 


Newspapers not only chronicle events, 


but they are mostly educators and eivilizers. 
They teach courtesy. 
They instruct in 


politeness. They are generally examples of 
propriety. How much higher their tone is 
than formerly. They might almost be called 
agents of culture. 


A courteous and refined newspaper is now 


the rule. The low, the crude, the rude, (he 
vulgar is the exception. Far away in (,be 
wilds of the land, or in those remote regions 
that know not the light of civilizing in- 
fluences, you may here and there find a 
weekly paper that keeps alive the business 
of the boor or the profession of the bump- 
kin, but in the course of time even these 
will be reached and cleansed by some sturdy 
wave of civilization. 


Rudyard Kipling complains of what he 


properly call the "blackguardism" which 
he finds in the United States. If he will 
compare the present with the time when 
Charles Dickens wrote "Martin Chuzzlewit," 
he will discover a great change in this 
respect. . 


The occupation of the blackguard is slowly 


passing into "innocuous desuetude." Let 
us hope that the time is not distant when 
his voice will no longer be heard in the land, 
and that before many generations pass away 
that uncouth character will be as extinct as 
the D8do. The world, hastio,,u«e for that 
superfluous laggard in the march of pro- 
gress, but of all people who keep themselves 
conspicuously before the public, he is the 
loudest in advertising his profession.

farmer has to buy would increase m pro- 
portion to the nominal increase m the prices 
ot farm products, it is certainly diinoult to 
see wherein he would be benentted. 
But 


this is not all. The farmer with crops tor 
sale depends for his prices and pay upon 
prosperous 
customers. 
Who are 
his 


customers? Engaged in gaintui occupation 
in the United States, outside of agriculture, 
there are 700,000 clerks and bookkeepers, 
050,000 carpenters and joiners, 400,000 
ateuin railroad employes, 2BO.OOO salesmen 
and saleswomen, 
220,000 pointers and 


glaziers, 200,000 blacksmiths, 100,000 ma- 
sous, 370,000 hackmeu and teamsters, 660,- 
000 retail merchants, 2,000,000 ordinary 
laborers, 200,000 boot and shoemakers, 
360,000 miners aud others to the number of 
about 7,000,000 who aie engaged in pro- 
tessional or domestic service, tiaUe, aud 
transportation or manufacturing ana rue-: 
ofaamcal industries. In fjditiou there are 
multitudes of persons whose incomes consist 
or>"pensions or fixed stipends from invest- 
ments. The New York Commercial Ad- 
vertiser declares that "this grand aggregate 
of consumers, with those dependent upon 
them, compose probably two thirds of cur 
entire population ot 70,000,000 people, or 
not far Irom 46,000,000 persons." Cut 
down the purchasing power of the wages of 
these consumers ot *taim products almost 
one-half and what will become ot the so- 
called high price tor farmers ? 


Prices depend upon demand. Demand 


depends upon the ability of the consumer. 
The customer's ability to buy depends up- 
on the purchasing power of his wages. The 
purchasing power of his earnings depends 
upon the soundness of the dollars he re- 
ceives. 
As the Commerical Advertiser 


argues, wages would rise slowly if at all. 
They did not rise during the era of depre- 
ciated greenbacks; they have not risen in 
silver-standard countries like Mexico, Nica- 
ragua, and Japan, and they never have un- 
3ojr any oli«!tp monoy eacperimoat thftt has 
ever "been tried. If free coinage should 
cause gold to be hoarded or to go out of 
circulation and reduce all the paper money 
of the country to the silver basis, this would 
leave the per capita of the country much 
lower than it now is. This great reduction 
in the volume of money would Be apt to pre- 
vent even a nominal rise in the prices of 
farm products. 
The enormous loss of wages 


by the farmers' customers because of a 
change to cheap dollars and of failures in 
industrial and commercial concerns would 
make his misfortune complete. The farmer 
gets now very little for his crops, but every 
dollar he receives is good and the markets 
are always open. He cannot better his con- 
dition by demanding a cheaper dollar. Even 
the farmer who is in debt will find it more 
difficult to pay if the country is carried down 
to a silver basis. 
The only beneficiaries of 


the change for which fiatists contend will be 
the mine barons, speculators, and gamblers 
'in mining stocks, discounters and shavers 
and the attorneys and agents of the great 
syndicate of silver promoters who head the 
movement by which the country is now 
worked up. 
Free silver will hurt and not 


help the farmer.—Galveston News. 


Poisoned toy Ic« Cream. 


Thursday last a large number of farmers 


nnd their families went to the mountain 
harvest home held near Bileysville, N. J., 
about twelve miles from 
Lamb'ertville. 


Among those who attended were George 
Buchanan and his fiancee, Miss>lny Friz/.ol, 
buth of Matthews' Corner. 
After having 


eaten dinner, (liey later partook of some ice 
cream, and about 9 o'clock drove home, 
arriving at the Frirzel house about 10.30, 
Buchanan remained with Miss Frizzol until 
early in the morning, us is the country 
custom. About G a, m. Fiiday Miss Frizzel 
was taken with vomiting spells. 


Domestic remedies were used, but she 


gradually got worse. Becoming alarmed, 
her parents sent to Lambei tville for a doc- 
tor: When the doctor arrived, about 4.30 
p m., he found her very low, and, despite 
his efforts, she died at 6.30 o'clock. Many 
others who attended the harvest home and 
ate the cream were similiarly allcctod, 
although not so violently, and all are now 
recovered. It is thought the can in which 
the cream was made had become polluted in 
shine way, poisoning those who ate the 
'cream. Miss FrizzePwas 10 years old, and 
a general favorite in the circle in which she 
moved. She was an organist in the Rock 
Methodist Epipcopul Church.

A New Roadway. 


A new kind of highway introduced in Cali- 


fornia consists of a gutter steel track one- 
fourth of an inch thick and five inches wide, 
flat on the bottom, with sides half an inch 
high, then extending outward one and one- 
half inch, then down the same. It is spiked 
to a longitudinal timber laid cross ties, no 
spike heads being on the surface, and the 
track is perfectly smooth ; the laying is four 
feet eight and one-half inches from centre 
to centre—the standard gauge of all the 
wagons and railroad cars. The middle and 
sides are filled in with stone,so that, in fact, 
the structure is a macadamized road, with 
steel tracks for the wagon wheels; and on 
this kind of track one horse will draw 
twenty times as much as on a dirt road, and 
the economic revolution involved in such a 
plan is not to be doubted in veiw of the 
statement officially made, namely, 
that 


freight can be hauled on such a steel track 
road for less than half the average on 
lateral roads.—New York Sun.

WESTERN CREDIT INJURED. 


The Effect of the Silver Craze KeenI; 


Felt. 


Borrowers and would-be borrowers in 


the west are fooling keenly tho offee; of 
the free silver agitation. Financiers say 
t hat eastern capital Is timid, and it is al- 
jnost Impossible to borrow money. Nono 
fun be had unless the contracts stipulate 
for payment in gold, and oven then It is 


<1 ifflcult to effect a loan. Tho Jeffries estate 
of Boston was In negotiation with a view 
to placing a large loan on one of tho Inrg- 
pit office buildings in Chicago recently, 
lint withdrew, and the owners of the prop* 
fi-ty have been unable to raise the inonoy. 
'Western cities also are finding it difficult 
In float their bonds. 


It isdoubtful if western municipal bonds 


have had any sale at all during the past 
two weeks. This is especially true in the 
states which are regarded as likely to be 
carried by fusion. The investor feara not 
only that ho will be paid in a depreciated 
currency, but also that when tho Popn 
lists gat Into power they will pass laws 
which will damage the credit of their 
htates. Investors seem to be afraid that 
t he Populist towns will carry their ideas 
into practice In their own local com. 
inanities and repudiate the debt after they 
have obtained the money. 


The Democrats, who have seen many 


votes slip away from their party on this 
account, have beon endeavoring to nso it 
to their advantage by circulating the re- 
port that the banks were refusing loans 
only to those who favored free silver, 
leading bankers say there is no truth in 
the story and that they make no discrim- 
ination. 


Editors of country newspapers In the 


west are also complaining that they are 
already feeling the effects of the silver 
agitation.

"To that declaration I cordially sub- 


scribed in April, and It accords with my 
convictions now. I beliove it expresses 
tho views of a large majority of the Demo- 
crats of Pennsylvania at this time. 


"I cunnot bring myself to beliove that 


tho hu ndrods of Democratic nowsp ipors, 
and hundreds of thousands of Democratic 
votors in this state, who in Juno of this 
year proclaimed Uioir adherence to the 
Allen! own platform, wore aught but sin- 
cere then, nor that they have abandoned 
their opinions since.

THE FARM MORTGAGE. 


Why It Should lie Falfl In 


Uoud Dullum. 


The following letter is one of many that 


are daily receivod by the Tnuus-Heruld. 
It is supposed to contain the strongest 
free silver argument that can be addressed 
to the farmer, and it is used by the free 
silver orators with immense assurance of 
its success : 


IilSCOLX, Neb., Ang 3 —To the Editor: 


MX land is encumbered by a mortgage of 
$1,000, payable in lawful money Nov. 1, ' 


1897. 
I must pay this debt with the pro- 


ducts of my farm. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances I will be able to raise 1,000 
bushels of wheat next year. If there is no 
change in our financial system this wheat, 
at fifty cents per bushel, will pay half the 
debt. When the value of a silver dollar is 
reduced to 50 cents by free coinage a bushel 
of wheat, without any change in Vs value, 
Yrtll be worth a 50 cent dollar. With free 
coinage of silver I shall, therefore, be able 
$o pay the entire debt with the 1,000 bush- 
els ol wheat. The bi^rdOjH pf paying a debt 
of $1,000 has doubled since I borrowed the 
money. I have obeyed the laws of my 
country under the gold standard, and 
shall obey them under a silver standard. 
The opponents of free coinage of silver are 
appealing to the laborers, the creditors 
angpaltoy holders to protect their o\ytf 
personal interests, If I should fail to look 
out fop my own interests wh,o,wiU o>? so 
for me? Is there any reason why 1 should 
not vote for the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver? Very respectfully,

The. answer is not far to seek. 
When this farmer borrowejd, the money 


tt was the equivalent of 1 1,000 in gold. It 
was the same as if he had received it all in 
go^ ^wenty dollar pieces. He could have 
it in that way if he so desired. Perhaps 
he did, for many such loans have been 
made. Wheq he expended It he got »\.000> 
^n gold equivalent; He probably improved 
his farm to that extent qj boughl; stock or 
machinery, )n, whatarar way he used it, 
Unless he bnrued it uy or squandered it, 
he got value received. The borrowing and 
lending was a business transaction and 
^h« borrower used the money to promote 
his business Interests. At no time since 
that mortgage was executed, for few mort- 
gages run over five years without renewal, 
'would a thousand bushels of wheat havn 
paid it. 


"When Mr. Binger in the above letter 


says, "The burden Of paying a debt of 
|1,000, has doubled since I borrowed the 
money," he must remember, if he is stat- 
ing what IB ttno, that the "burden" is not 
alone upon him, but upon every other 
business man who has borrowed money. 
Merchants and manufacturers feel the 
same stress of the hard times as the farm- 
ers do. It is not because they borrowed 
gold and have to repay gold that the bur- 
den is greater, but thut their earnings and 
assets have not turned out as they hoped 
and expected. Competition and overpro- 
duction have affected the whole world, 
but repudiation is not the proper cure f orit. 


Honesty is the beat policy— as a policy 


merely, without reference to its moral 
quality — for nations as well as for indi- 
viduals. A man who has repudiated his 
debts is never trusted again and is re- 
garded with contempt by all his neigh- 
bors. And so is a nation. A free coinage 
law is repudiation, and that it is under- 
stood in that sense is indicated by such 
letters as the above. — Chicago Times- 
Herald.

layer has iv native hodruun to hand tho 
bricks to him, which lie proceeds to set 
Work requiring skill is very often done by

but white labor leans on and uses black 
labor. So on the railways tho station mas- 
ters and guards are white, but the heavy 
jobs which need little skill fall to the 
blacks; so fleldhands and those who actu- 
ally herd cattle are natives, though thoro 
are usualh- whites over them in a position 
of authority. 


In nil new countries skilled labor is

the Piirmcra Falrlj- Blame the Lenders 


for Desiring to Iteeover Tholr Loaned 


Money In One Hundred Cent Dollar* 
Before Impending Legislation Would 
Chnuge tlie Order of Things? 


It is assumed by the supporters of Bryan 


and his policy in the agricultural states 
where his followers abound that the 
farmers, and especially those who have 
mortgaged their property, would surely be 
benefited if Bryan should bo elected and 
the 58 cent dollar substituted for the 100 
cent dollar. The purpose of the silvorites, 
it is admitted, Is to compel all depositors 
in savings banks, all holders of life insur- 
ance policies, all pensioners, and all others 
who have invested savings by loaning 
them directly or indirectly to suffer a loss 
of about half of every dollar which they 
own upon tho plea that these dollars have 
n value twice as great as they ought to 
have. It is assumed, however, that the 
farmer will not lose, but will gain. 


The farmers who follow Bryan have been 


deceived. While it is probable that those 
who would suffer the most severely are 
the workingmen, tho farmers would stand 
very near them on any scale that shoulc 
measure the misery of the people.

speculators possibly oxeoptedP Even il 
Bryan should be elected, at least eight 
months would elapse before the silver 
standard could be adopted by legislation. 
The panic which would follow his election 
would depress tho prices of farm products; 
the paralysis of credit would deprive the 
grain grower of tho sustaining powor which 
"carries" his crops after they have been 


•harvested and facilitates an advantageous 
distribution of them throughout tho year. 
The demand for these crops in the home 
market would fall off, owing to the condi- 
tion of the workingmen. 


What would be tho experience of those 


farmers who have borrowed money and 
given mortgages on their holdings, many 
of whom hope to bo enabled to pay off 
those mortgages at 53 cents ou tho dollar, 
perhaps overlooking the fact thtit they are 
consulting to rob the widow and the or- 
phan? According to the government re 
ports, the average life of a mortgage in 
this country on farm property is about 
(our and one-half years. It is now stated 
by western men who appear to be familiar 
with Hie farm mortgage business that a 
miijoril.y of tho farm mortgeiges in forco 
are due; that is to say, that the terms of 
them have expired and that they continue 
in existence because tho lenders are satis- 
fied with the interest received. 


Would these lenders, holding mortgages 


overdue, take no action if Bryan should 
be elected? Does not the western farmer 
see that they would demand payment and 
that they would foreclose if payment 
should not be made? Would not the elec- 
tion of Bryan be followed by a general re 
sort to foreclosure proceedings on the par 
of mortgage holders who could legally 
take such a course? Would even the offe: 
of a renewal of a mortgage upon terms 
binding the farmer to pay in gold prevent 
the lender from undertaking to reclaim 
his money? The Bryan platform calls foi 
legislation which shall prevent the mak 
ing of such agreements. Could the farm 
ers fairly blame the lenders for desiring to 
recover their loaned money in 100 cent dol- 
lars before proposed and impending legis- 
lation should compel them to be satisfied 
With 53 cent dollars? 


What would be the effect upon the farm- 


ers, whether silverites or advocates of 
honest money, of the inevitable panic con- 
ditions and this foreclosure movement? 
And if the silver standard should be adop- 
ted by legislation eight inonths or a year 
after the election of Bryan does the farmer 
think he could then borrow more money 
without great difficulty? Does he think, 
qn, tho whole, that the agriculturists of 
the United States can gain anything by a 
policy of robbery and repudiation, which 
would make us detestable the world over? 


There are many farmers—a great many, 


we believe—who see clearly how great 
would be the injury inflicted upon our 
agriculturists by the election of Bryan. 
These should strive to enlighten those till- 
ers of the soil who have been misled by 
hired agents of the mine owners and other 
demagogues.—New York Times. 


Some ol the Trlckn Practiced by Rascally 


Seller* In the Horse Marts—Doctored 
Teeth, Glut Eyes and Puffed Skm Among 
the Commonest Device*. 


While nearly every man In New York 


city probably thinks ho is quite capable of 
judging the points of any horse he sees, 
there Is really not one out of a hundred 
who could fathom a twentieth part of tlie 
tricks played every day in the places of the 
city where horses ore bought and sold. 


Take one little scheme that the swin- 


dling horso sellers of today have continu- 
ally in practice. By common consent and 
by tradition the best accepted way of tell- 
ing whether n horse is old or young is to 
examine his teeth. 
Twenty years ago al- 


most any amateur would have been able 
to pass upon the age of a horse merely by 
making a careful examination of his 
mouth. 
But 
DOW the horse tricksters 


manipulate the teeth of an old steed BO 
deftly that it takes a skilled horse surgeon 
to find them oxit. 


The trick is caHed "bishoping." An 


old horse is taken and cavities are out Into 
the front teeth by tho use of a diamond 
drill and a jeweler's drill brace. It is an 
exceedingly delicate operation, but one 
that is readily to be accomplished with a 
steady hand and a good instrument. These 
cavities ore afterward blackened by nitrate 
if silver, so that all .trace of their having 
been recently cut is removed. 


The horse "jip" is not in any way the 


Character ho was a quarter of a century 
ago. Then, though qjover, he was a com- 
mratively ignorant bungler. Today he hns 
all the equipment of horse science at his 
ommand, and it takes a wonderfully ex- 
sort veterinarian to guard against his 
rauds at every possible point It is a oom- 
aratively easy thing to guard if the buyer 
will only take proper precautions. 
In the 


eputable horso salesrooms of New York a 
uyer is allowed several days for careful 
xumtnation before he closes his purchase, 
'his is given so that a thorough and com- 
lete veterinary examination may be made, 
fhere no such time ia allowed the man 
vho has an eye upon a horse, no matter 
how superb that horse may look as he is 
brought out for sale, had better have a care. 


Perhaps the most clever trick that is in 


existence today in the patching up of a 
worthless horse is the way animals with 
"sweeneyed" 
shoulders 
are 
handled. 


"Sweeneyed" shoulders means shoulders 
whose muscles have wasted away. This 
disease is a frequent one with old, womout 
horsea It is overcome by blowing up the 
skin, either with a goose quill or by a hy- 
podermic syringe. 
The latter is much the 


better method, for it leaves less of a wound.

The Melancholy Cuckoo. 


The American cuckoo belongs to the 


woodpecker tribe and is only a summer 
visitor, coming about the 1st of June and 
caving early in the fall for Florida. Un- 
iko tho English cuckoo, ours builds its 
own nest and raises its young, to whom It 
is a most devoted parent. We have two spe- 
cios in this country, the yellow bill and 
lie black bill, the latter being best known 
n Pennsylvania. 


Both are smaller than the old world gpe 


oles and differ from it In color, being 
greenish olive above and bluish white be- 
neath, while the European bird is black 
vingod. The American cuckoo has a tail 
ougor than its body, which gives it a, 


vkliko'aBpearance, and tho plumage is 


soft and slIKy, like that of the owl, which 
enables it to .fly without making any 
noise, sov that we often hear its call with- 
out being able to see the bird. 


Burroughs says, "This call of the vuokoo 


has n solitary hermltlike sound, as if toe 
bird was alone in the world and called on 
the fates to witness his desolation." He 
has never hea't-d the call answered, nor has 
he ever seen two birds together. The call 
'ia hoard most in cloudy weather and before 
a, rain, fron> which the bird gets the name 
of rain crow.—Plttsburg Dispatch.

Blown up, these shoulders present a capi- 
tal appearance and make even the oldest 
horse look quite young again. It takes 
several days for the shoulders to resume 
their flabbiness, and is a trick that will 
deceive nearly every one. 


It is, however, very easy to detect the 


fraud. Close examination reveals that the 
shoulders have no muscular development, 
that tho ridges of the muscles are not 
shown, and that it is all one even surface, 
simply bulged out. 


The same trick is tried over the eye. In 


old horses there is a hollow cavity which 
does not exist in young animals. 
A little 


work with an empty hypodermic syringe 
gives a plump appearance to the flesh over 
the eye and makes tho horse seem young 
again. 


Glass eyes are very frequently inserted, 


and it is an easy operation, six muscles 
and tho optic ncrvo having to be cut when 
tho artificial eye is inserted. These eyes 
are made to look natural indeed, and the 
best way of telling that they are glass is 
to simply move a finger rapidly up and 
down before the eye to be tested, H ihe. 
eye is a natural one nnd iu good condition, 
tho horso will wink; and blink and com- 
mence to toss hia head. 


The schemes that are resorted to to. put 


a broken down old horso into temporarily 
good form aro innumerable, and most of 
them are very clover. What is called "me- 
chanical" lameness—i. e., a defect in the 
articulation of the joints—cannot of course 
be cured or even minimized. There is no 
ihance of patching up a horse afflicted in 
;hat way. But, on the other hand, chronic 
amoness is very readily to be treated so as 
to deceive everybody but an expert. What 
nakes a horse step lame under these con- 
ditions is because the movement hurts it. 
The trickster in this event injects one-half 
of a dram of a 6 per cent solution of co- 
caine in each side ol the leg, in this way 
deadening the nerve. The horse steps pre- 
cisely as well as if he had absolutely noth- 
ing the matter with him, and he will do 
so for an hour at least, or during the time 
of the sale at any rate. 


A horse that kicks can be made as quiet 


us a lamb for a long time merely by the 
injection of opiates, of which hyoscyamus 
or henbane is the best. Cocaine is also 
made use of to render a decrepit old steed 
lively. Dr. W. J. Gill, one of the best ex- 
perts in New York city, told a Journal re- 
porter that he had known cases where five 
grains of cocaine properly applied would 
make o played out animal ns lively as a, 2- 
year>old for several hours. 


Dr. Gill went on to say that any expert, 


of course, who looked over a horse careful- 
ly could easily detect the injection of drugs 
and could make up his mind as to the ac- 
tual condition of that horse. Still another 
trick is the repairing of defective hoofs that 
have cracks in them by filling up these 
cracks with gutta percha. 


Two other tricks are well worth the men- 


tioning. Both of them have regard to 
ooacli horses. While It is possible to buy 
horses of pretty nearly every other kind at 
low prices nowadays, good coach horses 
still command a good premium and a good 
pair of them will bring high values. There 
is a constant demand, and an increasing 
one, for horses of this type, but they must 
have capital action and perfect movement. 
Consequently there is a keen competition 
on the part of the "jips" to bring old 
horses seemingly up to this required level. 
A coach horse, to be all that is desired, 
must hold his head up. The "jips" can 
make a horse do this by putting sand in 
his ears. Then, again, they have solved 
the problem of how to make a horse champ 
artificially. 
They tie a bag of aloes or ar- 


senic under his bit, and the old, worn out 
animal, that has none of the real qualifica- 
tions for prancing in front of my lady's 
brougham, under the influence of these 
drugs in his mouth, wakes np, careers in 
the'most haughty way and froths at the 
mouth as if he were to the manner born.

Fancy Watering Pot*. 


One might thi nk that watering pots were 


made simply of tin, iron and zinc, and so 
they are—most of them—but there ore also 
watering pots made of china and of the 
blue ware of delft. 
There nre produced in 


France watering pots of fine china, in sizes 
half pints to quarts, which are made all to 
one piece, including handles, spout and 
sprinkler, aiid in white and other colors 
and decorated, which sell at $4 to (30 each. 
A number of such sprinklers were imported 
awhile ago, but the demand for- them was 
not sufficient to warrant continued im* 
portation. 


Tho delft watering pots are made In 


sizes of pints and quarts and sell at about 
$6.60 and «7.50. In the delft pots the 
outer half of the spout and the sprinkler 
attached aro of metal, silver plated. A few 
delft watering pots are sold, but the call 
for them ia extremely limited. 


There is now Imported a china watering 


jot''Of about a quart in size, made In white 
china and decorated in colors and with 
gilt, which sells as low as $3.60. Of these 
a larger number have been sold. 


Such watering pots may be used in a 


conservatory, but they are as often used to 
hold cut flowers.—New York Sun.

PeU r's church alone is 205 yards long and 
150 broad, so that tho whole Coliseum 
won Id easily stand upon the ground plan 
of tlio church, while tho Vatican palace is 
mor) than half us largo again. 


Nicholas V died In 1465, and the oldest 


parts of the present Vatican palace are not 
older than his reign. They are generally 
known as tho Torre Borgia, from having 
been inhabited by Alexander VI, who died 
of poison in tho third ot tho rooms now oc- 
cupied by the library, counting from tho 
Hbriiry side. Tho windows of theso rooms 
look upon the lurge square court of tho 
Belvedere, and that part of the palace is 
not visible from without. 


Portions of tho substructure of the ear- 


lier building were no doubt utilized by 
Nicholas, and the secret gallery which con- 
nect s tho Vatican with the mausoleum of 
Hadrian is generally attributed to Pope 
John XXIII, who died in 1417, but on the 
whole it may bo said that the Vatican 
pall oe is originally a building of the period 
of tlio renaissance, to which all successive 
pop"S have made additions.—F. Marion 
Crawford in Century.

Glippus fled, and 
the stern Spartans declared that for the 
future they would use iron coinage made 
ridhot and quenched in vinegar to make 
it hard and unpliublo. In the laws of So- 
lon, 600 B. C., the punishment of death ia

Wild animals oppressed by heat are al- 


most human in their actions. They seek 
shelter from the gun, thirst much for wa- 
ter and fall down at last gunstrunk. The 
tigers ot India seek jungles nearly impene- 
trable to man, where in tho pools they 
wallow for hours chin deep in the water 
rather than endure the heat of the sun 
driving through the mass of foliage over- 
head. Further than this, they may some- 
times be surprised, like deer, in the water 


Cattle seek the woods and shaded spots 


when the sun Tjegins to show Its f ury, out 
they are Boon driven out by a moro deadly 
enemy, the armies of bloodthirsty and 
keenly weaponed Insects, and resort to the 
hills. 
Curiously enough, many insects 


prefer keeping in the shade to quenching 
tbeir thirst with blood. When the cattle 
seek the pools and streams, fish gather 
around to snap up the flics killed by the 
tails of the beasts. 


Fishermen see deer along Adirondack 


and Maine lakes and streams In the hot 
days of summer. The deer in the streams 
nibble at a lily pad now and again and 
swim across to islands or the opposite shore. 


No mammal bears the heat so well as 


domestic cats. When dogs seek the shade, 
eats stretch themselves out in the sun, and 
not till dogs pant in the shade will they 
move Into the shadow. When it Is hot, 
cats drink a good deal and lie quietly In a 
sort of dose, as If thinking of Ice heaps and 
snowdrifts. 
According to Mr. Hagenbeek, the Ham- 


burg animal collector, the polaf bears seem 
to enjoy the heat of midsummer. When 
the sun beats down hottest, these thick 
skinned brutes lie stretched out in tho lull 
glare, just as a dog or cat lies down before 
a fire in midwinter. 


The birds of the fields, the roadside 


birds, tho sparrows and the pigeons; bathe 
in the hot dust, but also find delight in a 
pond, drinking great quantities of water 
and splashing about with the greatest en- 
thusiasm. 
In England the rooks gather round the 


sheep troughs waiting eagerly for the even- 
ing supply of water to be turned on. In 
Australia parrots and birds driven from 
their shady porches and flying ovor an 
opening in timo of drought sometimes fall 
dead. 
The woodchuck retires to the moist 


depths of its burrow, the squirrel to its 
home tree. The bore lies in the long grass 
besido a brook in an alder bed. 


The snakes, tho mud turtles, the droon- 


Ing insects seek tho cattle paths and road 
sands or some log in a pool of water on 
which the sun beats heaviest. Tho heat is 
to them welcome. — New York Sun. 


YelloMilom Pnrk WcUcrfnllH. 


Yellowstone Park is the great playground 


of the water nymph. It revels in rills, 
mountain brooks rivers, both hot and cold, 
aud lakes. It leaps about the great calar- 
uels, disports itself in the rupids, fliis 
through the veils cf spray that gracefully 
sway hither and thither, and plays in the 
hundreds of cool trout streams tliat wind 
from sunlight to shadow, from canyon to 
meadow. Bat it finds its highest joy in the 
myriad wiiterlUlla that abound. Here ii 
abandons itself to pleasure supreme. And 
what wonder, when such cataracts, fulls 
and cascades tiro there. Everywhere you 
find them. At the Grand Canyon are the 
majestic, deep-toned thunders of the Upper 
Falls 109 feet, and the Lower Fulls 308 foet 
high. 
Between the two, Crystal Cascade 


tumbles down a deep dark glen into the 
river. Over uear Yaucey's iu beautii d 
Tower Falls. Isolated in locality, it has for 
companions the many black, needle like 
towers that are so stately. Near Morris 
Geyser Hasin are the Virginia Cascades tlmt 
go pirouetting down a gentle declivity, 
alongside ihe road. At the head of Golden 
Gate is the little Rustic Falls that glides 
with gentle murrnur down into tho canyon. 
Gibbon Falh, in the heart of the wild Gib- 
bon Canyon, is a wiile fan of foam and 
water sliding down the black, slippery 
rooks for a distance of 80 feet still further 
into the depths of the range. 


If one will take horse and ride from 


Mammoth Hot Springs up the East Gardiner 
Eiver road for three miles, he will be repaid 
by a sight of two or three lovely falls, deep 
among glena and mountain canyonp. Over- 
hung by dark rocks nnd mountains, with 
only the green for friends und compnnions 
they are beautiful pictures in the midst of 
wild and rugged scenes. 


Besides these there are many more, some 


easily accessible, others iar within the hills, 
that must be seached for by the hardy ex- 
plorer. 
They are gems born to blush 


unseen, except to him who goes in search of 
them at the same time derives pleasure and 
health from their pursuit.

—thanks to my employ, J am exemptfrom 
this, and a bare sufficiency of bread is de- 
livered, together with meat and vegeta- 
bles, at my lodging daily—have very little 
conception of the sufferings of those-who 
are. The queues are somewhat differently 
regulated m different sections, but my 
host's daughters, who take it in turn to 
go, are often waiting from 4 o'clock until 8 
or 9 in the morning.—" Journal of a Spy."
